erage be fined not less th a n $25,000 
and be sentenced to prison for not 
less th an two years. 
F orgers and co unterfeiters of phy- 
eisians’ prescriptions for m edicinal 
w hisky be given 
severe 
sentences. 
T h ere is no penalty for th is crim e 
lim ier the present law’. 
Confiscation of all vehicles used 
for 
liquor 
tra n sp o rta tio n

lings w’here evidence is obtained th a t

RULES AND REGULATIONS ABE 
SPECIFIC ON AMOUNT 
OF SALES

M ilwaukee. April 2.— D istribution 
fo the new m alt tonic, 
containing 
3.75 per cent alcohol made possible 
by a recent 
governm ental 
ruling, 
started here today. 
T he 
d istributing, however, 
w as 
only to wholesale dealers and It is 
not believed th a t retailers w ill re­ 
ceive the product before 
Saturday 
and possibly not before Monday. 
W hile wholesale dealers were at 
first a bit skeptical about the legal­ 
ity of dispensing this tonic, because 
they did not w ant to get into any 
trouble w ith the state 
or 
federal 
governm ent, their minds were set at 
ease today upon receipt of a letter 
from Fred Pabst, Sr,, official of the 
Pabst corporation, saying h is com­ 
pany “ will hold them harm less," lf 
any legal 
proceedings 
should 
be 
brought ag ain st them. 
T he letter said in p art: 
“ lf any legal proceedings should 
be bro u g h t against you, either fed­ 
eral, w hich is out of the question, 
or state, in consequence of your seli- 
l g our m alt extract, the ‘best tonic’ 
in accordance w ith regulations here­ 
to attached, we will hold you harm­ 
less to the full extent of our power 
insofar th a t we will engage 
legal 
ta len t for your defense at our ex­ 
pense, and will pay all fines of w hat­ 
ever nature, should there be a deci­ 
sion by the court 
unfavorable 
to 
you.” 
The rules attached 
specify 
how 
much of the tonic can be sold to re­ 
tail d ruggists and th a t if they find 
druggists selling it for use as a bev­ 
erage they should refuse to fill ord­ 
ers and tak e up all the stock he has 
on hand. 
It is also ruled that aU 
advertisem ents in connection 
w ith 
the distribution of the tonic shall be 
restricted to its medicinal character 
only. 
T he rules state the perm it to 
m an u factu re and dispense thin tonic 
is only for six months, and, if at the 
end of th at time, it does not prove 
satisfactory to the governm ent, the 
perm it will be revoked. 
Deliveries were made today to the 
M ilwaukee D rug Company, the Yahr 
& Lange Company, and the F. Doh- 
men Company. 
Acceding to Fred 
W. 
Dohmen, 
vice president of the 
F. 
Dohmen 
Company, a bottle of the tonic w ill 
cost 40 cents. 
A case of 12 bottles, 
containing 12 ounces each w ill sell 
at $4.25. 
“ From a m erchandising standpoint 
I think this price is too high,” Doh­ 
men said. 
“ I laugh when I

m ention 
made of this tonic being used as a 
beverage. 
It cannot be done. 
It la 
nothing more th an medicine and af­ 
ter a taste or two the 
consum ing 
public will find th a t it is far from 
being beer despite the fact that so 
much fuss has been made about the 
stim u latin g contents.

New York, April 2.—Changes in the football rules, which place a penalty 
upon the indiscrim inate use of the forward pass, w ere not prompted by any 
reactionary purpose or were they the result of the com plaint of conserva­ 
tives that the greatest of all college gam es is becoming more than a blood 
relation to basketball, according to E. K. Hall, chairm an of the rules com ­ 
mittee. 
The new rule provides a penalty of five yards for a second, third or fourth 
incompleted pass in the same series of plays. 
In other words the quarterback 
of the team holding the bait can gam ble on only one pass. 
If it falls 
grounded or is knocked down by the opposing team he cannot try another 
one without the danger of penalty. 
Instead of curbing the use of the pass as an offensive weapon, Hall be­ 
lieves that the new rule will make the open gam e all the m ore desirable 
because it will require m ore skill and will increase the pass as a threat. 
The new rule, the com m ittee felt, will m ake forward passing more fin­ 
ished in its conception and execution and will provide it as a weapon only to 
an unusually well coached and trained team, such as Dartm outh, Tulane 
and Notre Dame. 
Team s, such as the above mentioned, have become so expert in the use 
of the pass that the quarterback, under ordinary circum stances, will not 
have to carry the doubt, “Will this pass go?” 
He will know that the odds 
are that it will go. 
The change in the rule was directed prim arily against stalling and the 
practice of some teams in throw ing passes wildly all over the field late in a 
gam e for the sole purpose of heating the watch. 
Team s that have an established forw ard passing system will not be an ­ 
noyed by the hazard of the penalty when the pass is used as a pure offen­ 
sive weapon instead of a defensive trick. 
The other m ajor change in the rules, directed against the abuse of the 
safety, is distinctly a progressive step and will speed up the game. 
The 
new rule forces the side scoring the safety to put the ball in play on its 20- 
yard line with a kick. 
T he opposing team m ust line up on the 30-yard line, 
providing a “restraining zone” of 10-yards. 
The kick, a punt, placem ent 
kick or a drop kick will be inside and the ball will be free when it drops. 
This new rule will remove the possibility of a team, with a lead, com ­ 
m itting deliberate safeties to keep the opposition from getting possession of 
the ball. 
One case was reported last season w here a team, holding a lead 
cl 7 to 0 was threatened seriously in the closing m inutes of the gam e and 
resorted) to three safeties to keep the hall and beat the clock, winning the 
gam e by a score of 7 to 6. 


“ It is the duty of the rules com mittee,” Hall said, “to keep up with the 
gam e and trea t abuses as they develop. 
We feel that there is nothing wrong 
with the gam e How and we are sure that these changes in the rules will co r­ 
rect what few' abuses have developed.”
